There 
were no signs of ..IJfo '.about nor Indi- 
cations .that^ the.cajiadliMHd been vl.s- 
Itod for many month&|.-Openlni? tho 
door, they entorod:':ana''thcro discov- 
ered tho evidenco of tragedy. A cap 
l.ving at one fud Of tlio rudo bed at- 
tracted attention, and on examination 
it was found to cover tlio bare skull of 
a lumian being. Tlio liod clothing, 
v.'hich was in .-i state of decay, when 
thrown back rox-ealed the full skeleton 
of a man. Hero and there on tho 
skeleton lumg .shreds of dried flesh, 
but save for theso. tho skeleton was 
perfectly bare. The skojeton was rest- 
ing on two blankets and '. covered, by 
six blankets. Jule. nftor Jocatlng. his 
camp In the fall of 1'j05,. 'returned', to 
Jackflsh early in January, 1906,' pro- 
cured traps and provislon.s and re- 
turned to his ctiiup.

In Japan vvlion 
tlic anilounceinent .(as made tiiat tho 
Atlantic fleet wt/uld bo transferred to 
tho Pacific coast. lie .said that tho 
voyage of tho Atlantic lleot did not 
stir olllclal circles In Japan to adverse 
comment, as It was understood th.at 
tho interests of tho United States In 
tlio Pacific made It natural for this 
govornmont to transfer a part of Its 
naval forces there. Tlio San Francisco 
incident was not so peaceably viewed, 
Mr, "Wright said, as tho action' of the 
.school boaril in tian Francisco was of 
an oilicial character. 

"But .Inpan does not want v.'ar with 
tho United t^tates nor with any na- 
tion," declared Mr. A^'rlglit. "The 
country-. la burdened with debt and 
heavy ta;cation, which has been in- 
creased since tho war with Russia. 
Fin thor, she has Corea on . her hands, 
and that is no'^:eaay problem.."" China;

Japan looks upon the United States as 
her best Irlend.

Judge Russell Orders Those De- 
tained at Sydney to Be 
Released 



ftCT DOES NOT COVER THEIR CSSE 



Effect of Ruling is That Chinese Who 
are Smuggled' in Cannot be 
Punished 



Ifalifax. Sept. 13.— Judge Russell to- 
d.'iy gr.'inled a writ of liabeas corpus 
discharging from custody tho eleven 
Chinamen arrested at Sydney, charged 
with having eptercd Canada without 
paying the l>ead tax. 

It Is plain, said the judge, that tho 
only offence or attempt at evasion of 
tho act wlilcli i.s made punisliablo by 
tho first part of tho section Is personi- 
fication, or the use of fraudulent cor- 
tilicati.'s, as charged in tlio warr.ant. 
His lordship said he was asked to en- 
larg-o the meaning because of a pro- 
vision as to .aiding and abetting an 
evasion or attemi)t. In case of an 
abettor tlio argumont would be point- 
ed tho other way, and it would be con- 
cluded that the tlause^as - to aiding or 
abetting slioiild bo- read rostrlctlvoly 
by tho insertion of tho adverb "also" 
or the adjective ".such" or some equiv- 
alent expression, to mnko it as named 
in tho clause denning the erimo of tho 
prineijial offenders. But ho knew of 
no such rule of eonstrucLion under 
which a criminal statute might read 
ono way for a white man and a differ- 
ent way lor a brown one, and liLs lord- 
ship thought tho present would bo ,1 
very inopportune time for the creation 
of such a precedent. 

His lordship" held that the warrant 
did not justify tho detention of the 
prisoners and a telegram was sent to 
Sydney ordering' tlieir release.-.

In the Presby- 
terian church the contribution to such 
a fund is voluntary, but In the iMethod- 
i.'.l ehureli it is obligatory, and tlie 
methods oC obtaining and disbursing 
tlio revenue of those fu'uds differ ma- 
teriall.v. Tlie different methods adopt- 
ed wero gone into by a sub-commit- I 
tee of the conimitteo on administra- 
tion, but a solution la still in tho 
future. Because tho sub-commlttoo 
on administration lias the biggest 
task O'n iiand, Its work h:is been sub- 
divided among four smaller commit- 
tees. These are dealing, respectively, 
witii benovolont funds, publishing In- 
terests, colleges and their support and 
missions. 

Tho added Congregational members 
of the sub-committee o'n administra- 
tion are Revs. I'rof. Warriner, W. L. 
Gunn, J. V. J. D.avy and Henry O'llara. 

Tiie cliurch union conimitteo this 
mornin!,' adopted tho article with rcf- 
ereneo to "the law of God," wltli em- 
phasis upon tho fiilllllnient of the law 
in life and the teachings of Christ.

BY HINDU PROBLEM 



Men From India Crowded Into 
Quarters Far too Small 
for Them 



Vancouver, Sept. — Now tliat the 
excitement of the riots iias died out, 
tho attention of the city authorities 
is devoted to the Hindus who arrived 
on the Mo'nterigle. They are housed 
In quarters so close that they have 
not room to lie down. 

Tlio mayor telegraphed to Ottawa 
for tlic use of tho drill shod to lodge 
them In, and today received a reply 
rroiji Sir Wilfrid Laurier stating that 
It the Hindus were so badly oft they 
must bo paupers and wero therefore 
liable to be deported. He added that 
the minister of the interior was send- 
ing a man to investigate tho situation. 

.Mayor Bethune sent another tele- 
gi'^mi, assuring lilm that tho Hindus 
^\'cre not paupers, but for sanitary 
reasons the use of the drill hail was 
necessary to house them for a time. 
No further reply has yet been re- 
ceived.

Quebec, Sept 13.— Tho bridge com- 
mission yesterday got down to inve.s- 
tigatlon of tlio cause of the disaster. 
At this afternoon's sorsion sever.il 
sur\-ivors of tlio accident \Vere e.\-,'uii- 
ined, and anior.g tho new Icaturcs 
brought out was the allegation .liac 
another chord in tho superstruetiiro 
was bent. Kugone Ijajeiiiiesse tesii-- 
fled theie was a bonil in one of tiio:;i 
caiitilover arms of about 2 iiiclie.'i, .^Jt'*^ 
there was no break or crack. 'J'li;:j i:i 
tho first time any defect in this i.io.rc 
of tho structure was spoken of. 

In addition to the witnesses sinn- 
nioned, the commission will also go to 
.New York to examine Thco Cooper,' 
the consulting engineer. 

At this morning's session James 
Johnson, foreman of tho labor gang 
removing timbers, declared that ha 
traversed the whole bridge the morn- 
ing bofoi-e it went dovi'n and found 
nothing wrong. 

Onglewall Haley, an erector who . 
went down with the traveler and lost: 
two fingers, said the bridge tipped as 
If on an axle. He spoke of defosts 
he noticed In the structure.. 

Cross-examination In the afternoon 
failed to weaken Haley's evidence. All 
tho men with him , when they ■ noticed 
the defcctsihadj; been drowned. llo 
had not ineii^6ncid : the matter . 'to 
Yen.se, but h'ad' dono so to other fore- 
men. Yense knew of It, however, and 
was scared to death. 

This remark caused a sensation, and 
Haley -was asked what authority ho 
had for making it. Ho replied that 
on tlie day of the accident Yense sent 
a car of stringer.^ back to tho yard, 
saying that his life was In danger a.-)- 
much as that of anybod.v else. Asked 
why he wont to work when ho m- 
sldered It dangerous, he replied that 
he did not think the bridge would go 
so quickly. Yense had moved out tho 
traveler the last time ogalnst lii.'? 
own judgment. Ho heard him say to 
Engineer Burke: "Why don't they 
let me take down thfit traveler and get 
tli.it load off there before wo get moro 
steel on?" AVltness did not . h.>ar 
Burke's reply. 

Electrician Br.rlon "testified to hoar'' 
ing a conversation between Burke, Mc-' 
Cluro and Yense, when Yenso re- 
marked that he could not move 'lio 
traveler that day, and he heard them 
speak of the bottom chords, when,;. 
Yense said ho did not care to go ou); . 
himself. 

Something like n flash of electricity, 
accompanied by a loud report, pr'3- 
c'.'ded the collapse of the Quebec brldg'?, 
as was sworn yesterday in th\; in- 
aiilry, by a workman named Cutli- 
bert. While walking lov.Mrds Jio 
shore, as he was idle that day, ho no- 
ticed something like a flash of siiioko 
on the anchor arm. Ho thought at 
first Jt was a flash of electricity, and 
as soon as he saw It, the anchor arm 
seemed to rise up toward the centre,' 
and Ills involuntary remark was:i 
"There she goes." 

Joseph I^efebre, who was also on tho 
beach at the time, heard a loud noise, 
and looking no saw tho bridge slowly 
sinking. Tho loud noise np.neared to 
come from tho anchor i)ier. Persoii- 
aliy ho was not aware of any dofoeta 
in tho bridge, though he had heard 
there wero some.

for operation of this sort, for the puss 
la rij^'jow and crooked up to tho suin- 



mlt. In order to get tho i'or|ul.'--lte 
length of line, two loops ^vill bo built, 
llio railway doubling back on itself. 
There is no room to niako tho loops in 
tho open and to get tho turn they 'ivlll 
bo cut In tho solid rock of the moi:n- 
tuins. Tho two tunnels will bo r,,sso 
and 3,400 ft. long, respectively, givin,',' 
a total tunnel of !),280 ft.

Sufficient temporary.irepalrs,,,,\Yero .ef- 
fected by tlieJ'>vrebkera«;6t'^^ 
to enable the' steamer "to proceed to 
Seattle. The Santa Barbai'a came off 
the rocks <iuickly after striking and 
was taken to Minor bay and anclior<'(l 
near the wharf with her pumps busy 
to keep down the water. 'J"h(! in.luries 
are conlined to tlie steamer's foi-cfoot, 
and not nmch of liie eargo"^is danuiged, 
tiie loss being conlined to some ccmenl 
in Hie forehold. 

The accident to the Sanlii Barbara 
was ilui', according to the ship's (.if- 
licers, to a wlilrlpool, which eauKht 
her witli such force tlnit she wovUd 
iu)t answer her hclin, says the Seattle 
'J'i'.nes. 

"(.■aj)t. B. Zaddart, the pilot, and 
myself were on the bridge when tlic 
accident happened," said Mate Geoige 
Bolton this • morning. "There were 
two men at the wheel. The ship avii- 
denly ,cauBl}t In a tlde-rlp, which pull- 
ed her to tlic starboard bow. Tho 
helm was at oiico put hiird to iiort. 
.She did not an.iwer to the helm at 
once on account of the .strength of the 
tide. By tin; time tiic engines were 
stopi)ed she hail hit against the high 
rocks. The force of the shock.s was not 
enough to notity tlie men who were 
at mess that she had struck. \Vc luul 
only four feet of water when Ihings 
were at llieir worst, and as soon as 
■,ve reached Minor Bay we c-ov(.red the' 
leak witli canvas, lilled in with saw- 
du.st, and after that wc had no troutile 
With her." 

The i-arf,'o on the Santa Barliara, will 
be unloaded as fast as possible. Tlie 
deck load of lumber is me.v b'.'lng piled 
on scows wliicli are alongside. As 
soon as tho damage to the ship can 
be repaired she will be loaded once

There Is talk' in Victoria of sending 
some one to Victoria to nrouso tho 
people hero in regard to Asiatic exclu- 
sion. No such person is wanted hero. 
..The people of A^ictoria appreciate tho 
importance' of the tiucstion quite well, 
but they are not disposed to maUo 
fools of themselves over it. 

A demonstration a la Vancouver in 
Victoria would simi)ly bo ridiculous. 
It would make the city the laughing- 
stock of the country, which would say 
that wo were poor imitators of a bad 
policy. The Vancouver demonstra- 
tion has proved nothing at all that 
we did not know already. 

The Asiatic population ; . of;' VlQtorla 
minds its own business and' Is en- 
titled to.be left In-ljeace and quiet- 
ness. Behind the Vancouver Colly 
there were two things. One was tho 
influence of agitators from across tlio 
border and tho other was the political 
j'aspiratlons of certain Individuals. The

Our^C0iJitenir|orary also tolls us that 
a different rule must bo applied to tho 
Japanese and Indus from wliat Is ap- 
lillod to tho Chinese. l!ut Mr. Tem- 
pleman did not say that. AVhat he 
said was that If the. 'Japanese were 
to come in without restrictions, ho 
could see no reason why (iic Cliinese, 
whom ho prefers, should not also come 
in without restrictions. Wo lind very 
lltilQVin .what tho Times says on this 
point that Is objectionable, hut wo 
wore not dealing with tho views of our 
contemporary. Wo were confiiiiiiK oiir- 
Bolvcs to a far more imijortant iiiatior, 
namely, the doflnition of attitude 
on Oriental immigration given hy tho 
Hon. AA'lUlam Tompleman, Minister of 
Inland Revenue, to tho niembors of 
tJie Liberal Association of Victoria. 
The views of tho Tlmes;.'oritgyen\;pf/the 
Colonist may bo of no particular Im- 

I portanco to any one, but those of a 
minister of the crown, wlio has a voice

A CONSTITUTIONAL POINT 

Tho Times asks if it' is not now too 
lato for the Bowser bill to bo brought 
Into opora/^lon. Wo think not. Thoro 
are three things which a Lloutonant- 
govornor may i.do when a Bill is sub- 



mltted to him. He may either assent 
to It, or ho may withhold hla assent, 
or he may reserve It for the significa- 
tion of tho Governor-General's pleas- 
ure. The exact language employed by 
tho Lieutenant-Governor In regard to 
the Bowser Bill was as follows: 

"His Honor the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor withholds his assent to this Bill, 
and reserves. the same until the pleas- 
ure ofiTHia,!iiijxcellency the Governor- 
General of Canada has been signified 
In respect thereto." 

In this His Honor seonis apparently 
to have confused the withholding of 
assent with the reservation of a Bill 
for tho signification of the 'Governor- 
Goneral's pleasure. We think that ho 
should not have used the expression 
"withholds his assent," but simply 
have said that ho reserved tho Bill for 
tho signification of the pleasure of tho 
Govornor-Gonoral. There can be no 
doubt as to what ho intended, and that 
It was to prevent the Bill from becom- 
ing law until It had boon passed upon 
by tho Governor-General, which in 
this case moans until It liad received 
tho sanction of the Dominion govern- 
ment, and as tho proper construction 
to put upon his act is one that will bo 
tho feast contrary to tho oxprosscd 
will of tho legislature, wo think tho 
Dominion government can bring the 
Bill Into force whenever it sees fit to 
do so. ,

THE DOIVIINION DEPARTMENT. 

Recently the Colonist referi-o'd to tho 

delay which has taken i)laco in giving 
effect to the reoomniondation of the 
Imperial Conference in regard to tho 
establishment of a permanent secre- 
tariat in connection with the Colonial 
Olltco, and tho opinion was exiires.^ed 
th.at it was due po.-?sibly to the fact 
that the ministry had its liands full 
with the business of Parliament. This 
seems to have been tho correct view 
of tho case, for we find that shoi-tly 
before prorogation Lord l^lgin, Secre- 
tary of State for (lie ("Colonies, an- 
nounced that the Colonial Oilicc i.i to 
be reorganized. There ii to be a divis- 
ion of the office to be known ,aa.J.'Tl)t|e 
Dominion Department," whicli' is "to 
have to do with "tho affairs of tho 
responsibly governed colonies," to 
quote His Lordship's words, although 
in this definition those protectorates 
and possessions which are geographi- 
cally dependent upon the ■.-elf-govern- 
ing colonies are incliuled. The frown 
colonies will be under the control of 
tho "Colonial Dpartment," and tho 
London Times points out as a very 
signillcant •lutcnme of the Imperial 
Conference tlint the word "colony" 
will hereafter only lie u.^ed in connec- 
tion with the crown colonies, or those 
whose affairs arc directly ' managed 
from -London.; The Times, while ap- 
provling'bf the proposed cjiango, scem.^ 
to tloubt ' if it has gone far enough, 
We quote its observation on 'that 
point: 

Still more Is explanation needed .on 
tho most Important point of all, tho 
position of tlio nev.- Secretariat and 
its relation to the other departinenls. 
One thing is clear, that it will bo 
staffed from, the Colonial. Ofiico, and 
Lord Kigin., has announced the name 
of the first secretary. It Is to bo Mr. 
Just, who is now, as Assistant Under- 
Secretary, ' In charge of tho depart- 
ment comprisli^g South . Africa, and 
who accompanied Mr. Chamberlain on 
his South African tour. No one on the 
Colonial Olllco .staff could well have a 
Ijctter claim to the appointment, for 
.Mr. Just waii joint secretary to tho 
lato Conference and assistant secre- 
tary to the first Conference twenty 
years ago. His siib'ordiriates are also 
to 1)0 members of the Civil Service, 
and Lorrl Elgin Is eonflrti'ut of being 
able to find men who have visited the 
self-governtng.,iColpnIes;.. 'But; what Is 
to be' the status' ot the Secretariat?! 
I'Toin Lord KIgin's statement.s it miglit 
almost ajipeni- th;ir it is to bo an .ap- 
peiida.tre to tho "gonoral" depjirtniont, 
or even .■in integral:Piart ,of it. AVo can 
scarcely sujipose this to be tho case, 
but it seems clear, at any rate, that it 
will be an Integr.al part of the Colonial 
Oflico. It must, be confes.'.'cd that Lord 
13lgln's allusions to Us stiitns .are not 
altogether reassuring. Ho says tho 
post of secretary shauia be .fllled by a 
man "of standing -yvlilch would 'Justify 
his access, whenever necessary, /dli'ect 
to tlie Secretary of State," ' Certainly 
It should be; that, is putting It very 
low whon wd.Temembar that the origi- 
nal suggostlo'n was for a Secretariat 
distinct from tho Colonial fxiioe, and 
resiionsiblo to the Conr-r'-nre alone. 

Ijord Klgin does n^>t aiiiiem- to have 
fully appreciated tho nature of the 
plans which the Confeionce had in 
mln<!, or iierliap.^ ho only hesitates 
about for feai- of making' too radical-a 
change. 'I'lie iioliey of haslcnlrig slow- 
ly is not on tin; wImIo .'i, had one, and 
tlie Dominion Deijartmont avUI be 
Judged not so much by Us formal re- 
lation to the Colonial Office as by tiio 
work It does. ,

But tho 
next morning, according to tho same 
authority, . tholr fears" woro allayed, 
and now they do not ariticijiato any- 
thing. It seems that tho Chliianion 
are not afraid of tho local poinilatioii 
If not stirred up, as tlioy have always 
boo;: well trcatcrl In Victoria, but 
what they were afraid of was tlio in- 
lUiouco alien aj;it;ilors might have up- 
on tho lioodlum clement which ha.s its 
ropresontatlvos in Victoria as else- 
where.

To make raspberry or blackberry 
fruit Juices, ijrocoed as you would f./r 
grapes until you come lo the addition 
of the -.^ugar, as the:;e berries reriuiro 
about twice as mucli sugar as the 
grapes need. Add half a pint of sugar 
to each (mart of the berry Juice. Cur- 
rants require ab.jut a pint of sugar to 
the rju.-irt of juice. 

To prepare tlu; Juice of pe,-iclies 
I plums, etc., for bottling, wash the frnit 
thoroughly, and remove (lie stems; 
then place In a preserving kettl(> with 
a quart of cold water to each peck of 
the fruit. Pn( over ;i slo\v (ire, and 
boll gently uiidl tlie fruit lias practi- 
cally been boiled to rdeces. S(r;iln and 
add h.-ilf a' pint of sugar to each quart 
of julie. Then proceed as for the 
grape juice.

Individual baked cuatards, as follows: 
Bring a quart of milk to a boil to 
Insure sweetness in your custards. 
Beat live eggs to a froth, whites and 
yolks -separately. If you like tho cu.-?- 
tard sweet, allow a scant tablespoon of 
granulated sugar for ouch egg and 
beat this firmly Into tlio'yolk.s. Add 
to 'iho boiled milk a scant teaapoonful 
of melted butter, and a dish of salt. 
Pour (lib hot milk over the yolks of the 
eggs, beat in tho whites lightly, add 
a tcaspoonCuI of vanilla, pour into 
custard cups and bake twenty or 
thirty minutes, set In a pan of boiling 
water. At dinner time, they should be 
vcr.v cold. Run a smooth knife 
around tho Inside of each cup and the 
custard can ho turned out In a firm, 
oven .^hape. Have ready a sweet jolly 
which you have melted over the (ire, or 
else .lomo fresh frillt:jUlC0 strained and 
(iavorod. Poiir this' over tho custard 
moulds as a sauce and servo cold.

nists were routed in 
dismay, 

Mr. Costigan was a 
nu-'uiber of the Cabinets 
of five Premiers. Sir Jolin 
MacdonaUl had long 
known and admired Mr, 
Costigan. In 1SS2, lie 
invited the latter lo accept 
the portfolio of Mini.strr 
of Inland Revenue. So 
successful was his ad- 
ministration of this im- 
portant office, that when 
Sir John Abbott succeeded 
to the Premiership, he insisted upon 
Mr. Ccstigan retainmg the position.

In the cabinets of Sir IMackenzie Powell 
and Sir Charles Topper, Mr. Co.-itigan was 
Minister of Marine and I'islierics.
